Aid Without Expense; 
Committee Named 


Planting of trees in Upland by, 
the city at the rate of approxi- 
mately 100 a year was adopted 
as a new policy by the city 
counci} last night. 

With the various efforts, cam- 
paigns and pleas being con- 
ducted in the past without suc- 
cess the council decided to ob- 
tain the trees—probably without 
cost—plant them and care for 
them. The council street com- 
mittse, D. J. Cameron and God- 
frey Andreas, along with Richard 
G. Manley, city service manager, 
and Edward E. Gray, city attor- 
ney, were given authority to go 
ahead with the tree planting 
program, 

Mr. Manley brought the ques- 
tion before the council. He sug- 
gested that about 100 trees be 
planted every year to replace 
the trees blown down and to add 
to the city beauty in general. 

Oak trees may be obtained 
from the state forestry depart- 
ment without cost. Hither oak 
or some other specie of desirable 
trees will be secured. The trees 
will be placed on the parking’. |
